WASHINGTON - Will the 
Vietnam war end d u ring 19 6 9 ? 
Ev ery thing d epend s on what 
is meant by the word “end .” 
If it is assu med tha» ! there 
will be a complete cessation 
of 
hostilities, 
this 
is 
a 
mistaken id ea. 
What can be ex pected is a 
slowing d own of the military 
operation and a grad u al with­ 
d rawal of United States d roops 
from Sou th Vietnam. Bu t the 
d ecision to d o this will be 
mad e only when a policy has 
been 
annou nced 
that 
will 
warn the North Vietnamese 
they 
mu st 
ad here 
to 
any 
agreement reached or take 
the consequ ences. 
Alread y the war operations 
are d iminishing in the sense 
that the North Vietnamese are 
cu rtailing their broad efforts 
and confining themselv es to 
v ariou s local skirmishes. They 
are so anx iou s to see the 
United States pu ll ou t that 
they are willing to conv ey the 
impression of their intention 
to 
maintain peace 
in 
the 
fu tu re 
after the 
American 
forces go home. 
Bu t 
it 
is recognized 
by 
military men tha*t, when the 
North Vietnamese troops are 
taken ou t of Sou th Vietnam, 
they d o not hav e to go v erv 
far 
— 
only 
to 
Laos 
and 
Cambod ia. They hav e bases 
in these two cou ntries and 
their forces cou ld be retu rned 
v ery qu ickly to Sou th Vietnam 
if 
the 
Hanoi 
gov ernment 
su d d enly resu med its attempt 
to conqu er Sou th Vietnam. 
This means that the United 
States wou ld hav e to cond u ct 
a 
g r a d u a l 
withd rawal, 
possibly 
100,000 
or 
150.000 
troops 
in 
1969, 
while 
still 
maintaining 
a 
su bstantial 
force 
in 
1970 in 
ord er to 


assu re prompt resistance if 
Hanoi v iolates the peace pact. 
One big qu estion is w’hether 
the Sou th Vietnamese cou ld 
get along withou t the help of 
the United States. American 
generals say that u ltimately 
'his cond ition can be attained 
bu t that it is not possible to 
achiev e su ch a statu s in the 
nex t few months. It will take 
a y ear or two to complete 
the '.raining 
of 
the 
Sou th 
Vietnamese. 
When one read s the article 
written recently for "Foreign 
Affairs” 
by 
Dr. 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger of 
Harv ard , 
who 
h a s 
been 
selected 
by 
presid ent-elect Nix on to be an 
ad v iser on national secu rity 
affairs 
and 
foreign 
policy 
qu estions, a clearer id ea is 
obtained of what might be 
anticipated at the negotiating 
table. Dr. Kissinger writes: 
“ Unilateral withd rawal, or 
a 
settlement 
which 
u nin­ 
tentionally 
amou nts 
to 
the 
same thing, cou ld lead to the 
erosion of restraints and '.o 
an 
ev en 
more 
d angerou s 
international 
situ ation. 
No 
American 
policy maker 
can 
s i m pl y 
d ismiss 
these 
d angers.” 
Dr. Kissinger is well aware 
that a “coalition gov ernment” 
su ch as the 
United 
States 
agreed to in China in the laCe 
19 40’s and which gav e the 
Commu nists their chance to 
take ov er that cou ntry is a 
mistake that ou ght not to he 
repeated . 
He conced es 'hat 
the United States has been 
apply ing a great d eal and 
perhaps too mu ch pressu re 
against the 
Saigon 
gov ern­ 
ment in connection with the 
Paris 
negotiations. 
On 
this 
poiiY he say s: 
“The resu lt may be the 
complete 
d emoralization 
of 


Saigon, 
profou nd 
d omestic 
tensions 
within 
the 
United 
States 
and 
a 
prolonged 
stalemate or a resu mption of 
the war.” 
Dr. Kissinger conclu d es that 
there has to be some kind 
of "mix ed commission” set u p 
for the pu rpose of d ev eloping 
and su perv ising the political 
process 
by 
which 
rein­ 
tegration of the cou ntry will 
be 
sou ght, 
inclu d ing 
free 
elections. His id ea 
is that 
there mu st be an international 
presence 
to 
enforce 
good 
faith, 
and that the United 
States cannot be ex pected to 
rely on Hanoi’s word that the 
remov al of American troops 
will mean permanent relief of 
C o m m u n i s t pressu res on 
Sou th Vietnam. He feels that 
an “international force” will 
be requ ired . 
Bu i su ch an “ international 
force” 
will 
requ ire 
par­ 
ticipation 
by 
the 
United 
States, which wou ld continu e 
to 
strengthen 
the 
Sou th 
Vietnamese army and then 
permit a “grad u al withd rawal 
of some American forces.” 
The 
United 
Nations 
has 
been helpless in the whole 
Vietnam controv ersy . This is 
not becau se of any d efect in 
the charter of the machinery 
of the organization. It is d u e 
entirely to the power wield ed 
by 
the 
Sov iet 
gov ernment, 
which has blocked all efforts 
to d eal fairly and objectiv ely 
with the Vietnam 
problem. 
Once 
the 
Moscow 
regime, 
h o w e v e r , 
agrees 
to 
a 
settlement 
of 
the 
Vietnam 
war. 
an international force 
d eriv ed 
from 
the 
United 
Nations cou ld certainly watch 
ov er the situ ation in Vietnam 
and maintain peace.

mad e by this colu mn that 
Powell had gone on ov erseas

salary 
checks 
withou t 
her 
per­ 
mission, the Hou se not only 
stripped him of his chair­ 
manship bu t kicked him ou t 
of Congress altogether. 
Riv ers is a Sou thern white 
man, who operates insid e the 
power 
stru ctu re. 
He 
also 
ascend ed to his chairmanship 
becau se his Sou th Carolina 
constitu ents 
kept 
retu rning 
him to Congress. After this 
colu mn 
reported 
on

d ru nken ov erseas sprees and

money , 
Hou se 
lead ers 
led 
their colleagu es in a rou nd 
of speeches proclaiming what 
a great man he was. 
It will be u p to the Hou se 
to v ote whether to accept 
Powell back into the fold .

D Mo., 
lead er of the d iscipline Riv ers 
mov e, are offereing alibis. 
A close ex amination of the 
record s 
of

men, 
together with the contrast in 
how they hav e been treated , 
tells 
mu ch 
abou t

wrong with Congress. 
Both Hard Workers 
Despite 
his 
au d acu iou s 
misbehav ior, Powell was a 
good chairman who. at least 
between 
ju nkets, 
ran 
his 
committee 
effectiv ely . 
For 
pu shing throu gh “49 pieces of 
bed rock legislation" in 1966 he 
d rew’ the praise of Presid ent 
Johnson, 
who 
wrote 
him: 
“ The passage of ev ery one 
of these bills attests to y ou r 
ability to get things d one.” 
Powell has also been second 
to none in his battle for Negro 
rights. Yet. u nlike the Stokely 
Carmichaels 
and 
Eld rid ge 
Cleav ers. Powell nev er d enied 
his cou ntry . He was inv ited 
to the Band u ng Conference of 
Emerging Asian and African 
Nations in 19 55, becau se he 
was ex pected to contribu te to 
t h e 
A n t i - A m e r i c a n 
propagand a of the occasion. 
Instead , 
he 
stole 
the 
spotlight 
away 
from 
Red 
China’s Premier Chou En-lai 
by telling of Negro progress 
in the United States. It was 
one of the rare times that 
his performance won Powell 
the praise of his colleagu es 
in both Hou ses of Congress. 
Between

Riv ers, too. has been a hard ­

c h a i r m a n ,

As armed Serv ices Chair­ 
man, Riv ers has enormou s 
spend ing, which has increased 
in his backwater d istrict in 
d irect relation to his rise on

that 
his 
close 
associate 
and 
former 
law 
partner.

Riv ers went to bat for at 
least one d efense contractor 
u nd er circu mstances that led 
to a grand ju ry inv estigation. 
He interv ened in behalf of the 
P o w e r 
Equ ipment 
Cor­ 
poration, which was located 
in Brookly n, far from Riv ers’ 
Congressional d istrict. 
The company bid $142,86 0 to 
repair a Nav y transport, the 
USS 
Rand all. 
and 
was 
award ed 
the 
contract 
on 
March 3. 19 59 . Three d ay s 
later, 
Power 
Equ ipment’s 
chief stockhold er. Joe Kelly , 
told the Nav y he wou ld need 
more 
money 
to 
perform 
“ex tra work.” At one point, 
Kelly 's d emand s for “ex tra 
work” 
reached 
1$73,150 6 1. 
N a v y 
officials 
ord ered 
rebid d ing, bu t Kelly tried to

A fed eral grand ju ry , later 
conv oked by then Attorney

WASHINGTON (NEA) - As 
the American people enter 
1 9 6 9 . 
they 
may 
begin, 
hopefu lly , to get closer to an 
u nd erstand ing of their fu n­ 
d amental problems than was 
tru e 
d u ring 
u npred ictable, 
pu z z l i n g , and cu riou sly 
rigorou s 19 68. 
For all the insistent clamor 
from the stu d ent barricad es, 
the 
black 
power 
meeting 
places, and th* intellectu al 
liberals’ d rawing rooms, *he 
d eepest problems facing *he 
U.S. citizenry — and to a 
great 
ex tent 
the 
whole 
western 
world — 
are 
not 
centered on how to obtain 
more 
afflu ence 
and 
more 
freed om for more people. 
The y ear 1968 was grav ely 
d isqu ieting not ju st becau se 
two 
greatly 
known 
pu hhc 
figu res were assassinated , or 
becau se sold iers had *n ramp 
the streets of many cities in 
April to pu t d own riots, or 
b e c a u s e 
the 
Democrats 
cond u cted 
a 
national 
con­ 
v ention in Chicago in an at 
mosphere that offered a weird 
mix tu re of chaotic anarchy 
and elements of repression by 
a civ il au thority . 
T he 
y ear 
was 
most 
d istu rbing for its continu ou s 
and v ery 
thorou gh 
d emon­ 
stration that a consid erable 
proportion of the 
American 
people, like their cou nterparts 
in Eu rope and elsewhere, d o 
not know how’ to u se freed om 
and afflu ence when they hav e 
it. 
Somehow’, 
from 
r 11 
the 
u psetting episod es of this wild 
y ear, 
the 
erroneou s 
notion 
a r o s e 
that 
iemocratic 
gov ernmement and its su p­ 
porting free economic sy stem 
were seen by many as fn- 
su fficient to the d emand s of 
a swiftly changing age. Some 
y o u n g 
people 
fed 
this 
misconception by representing 
a b u s e s 
of 
freed om 
as 
necessary 
“new 
freed oms” 
and ' y rev iling an economic 
stru ct:Tt that allowed them 
literally 
to 
d riv e 
to 
the 
rad ir 
barricad es in their 
own cars. 
Bu t mov es b°y ond freed om 
tow’ard license, and shou ts for 
a more effortless access to 
material good s, not only hav e 
confu sed the general pictu re 
bu t reflect the bewild erment 
in the mind s of the trou bled 
and the rebelliou s as 1969 
opens 
As 
the 
writer, 
Irv ing 
Kristol, 
recently 
observ ed 
with 
acu te 
perception, 
the 
tru e root of the matter is the 
e n l a r g i n g d iscov ery by 
Americans 
and 
others 
in 
freed om and afflu ence are not 
really goals in themselv es. 
There is no u ltimate magic, 


no final fu lfillment, in the 
achiev ement of either or both 
of these objectiv es. 
Freed om to d o what? Af 
flu ence to what end s? These 
qu estions, 
Americans 
are 
l e a r n i n g with increasing 
force, are the real ones. 
They , more than any thing 
else, are at the core of the 
western 
world ’s 
spiritu al 
m a l a i s e . The thu nd erou s 
complaint, as Kristol notes, is 
against the aspect of pu r­ 
poselessness 
in 
life 
which 
many Americans think they 
d etect as they gaze from the 
mou ntaintops of freed om and 
afflu ence. 
There is no way to talk 
abou t the m atter that d oes not 
sou nd 
trite. 
The 
missing 
element is the ex citement of 
challenge. When freed om, in 
the reasonable sense, is a 
commonplace, 
and material 
things come 
easily , 
people 
look for su bstitu te challenees. 
So some of ou r y ou ng folk 
manu factu re ex citements by 
c o m m i t t i n g crimes, by 
pretend ing 
that 
ad equ ate 
freed oms are insu fficient, by 
d emand ing the impossible, by 
mou nting campu s rev olts in 
which there is foolish talk of 
“ liberating” college bu ild ings. 
They find their heroes in 
the antiheroes of the d icta­ 
tor’s world , d isd ainfu l of the 
fact that Mao and Castro and 
Ho Chi Minh giv e “pu rpose” 
to life by 
imposing broad , 
rigid solu tions at the cost 
of freed om and hu man v ar­ 
iety . 
In 
an 
age 
grown 
ac 
cu stomed to a big role in life 
for 
gov ernment, 
it 
w’as 
perhaps u nd erstand able that 
the complainers of 1968 looked 
to 
gov ernment 
for the 
in­ 
v esting of pu rpose in their 
ex istence. Bu t in ou r society 
that charge has nev er been 
laid on gov ernment. Neither 
Presid ent elect Richard Nix on 
nor 
any 
r e s po n s i b l e 
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Democratic lead er has any 
thou ght that giv ing pu rpose to 
this free, relativ lev afflu ent 
society is properly the bu rd en 
of gov ernment. The challenge 
of find ing real challenge *ests 
inev itably in u nchallenge of 
find ing real challenge re^ts 
i n e v i t a bly in u nex plored 
realms of self-help which are 
su rely qu ite u nrelated to the 
bizarre d istortions conceiv ed 
by some in the u nrest of 19 6 8.
